WHEREAS, Article XII, Section 1.3 of the Student Government Association By-Laws currently 
states: “1.3 All Senators are required to be members of at least two departments (one 
which has been assigned to them by the Executive Cabinet and the other chosen by the 
senator). Senators must also participate in at least one committee within each 
Department. Senators who are Department Commissioners are not required to 
participate in a second Department, and 

WHEREAS, when the Senate membership exceeds 20 members, department membership 
becomes larger than necessary, and 

WHEREAS, larger departments are more difficult to convene. 

THEREFORE, let it be resolved that Article XII, Section 1.3 of the Student Government 
Association By-Laws be revised to read as follows: 

1.3 - Department Membership 

1.3.1 All Senators are required to be members of at least one department of 
their own choosing and a member of at least one committee within that 
department. If any Department has a membership of less than five 
Senators, the Executive Cabinet may move members from a 
Department with more than five members to a Department with fewer 
than five members. 

1.3.2 Should active membership in the Senate be less than twenty-five (25) 

Senators, each Senator will be assigned to a second department, in 
which each Senator will be required to be a member of at least one 
committee. Senators who are Department Commissioners will not be 
required to participate in a second Department.
